On  the  cover  of  this  1951  Yearbook  appears  the 
official  seal  of  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  as  it  is 
incorporated  into  our  Senior  rings.  This  seal  has  a 
significance  which  has  been  forgotten;  so  we  of  the 
Class  of  '51  have  taken  this  opportunity  to  enlighten 
you. 

The  elephant's  head  is  taken  from  the  crest  of 
the  coat  of  arms  of  the  Eliot  family,  which  was  so 
influential  in  early  Jamaica  Plain  and  for  whom  this 
school  was  first  named.  The  head  symbolizes 
strength,  dignity,  and  prowess.  The  wide  band  on 
the  shield  symbolizes  a  plain;  while  the  thinner, 
wavy  lines  represent  water. 

These,  too,  are  significant;  the  original  name 
'Xaymaca,"  given  to  Jamaica  by  the  Arawak  In- 
dians who  were  found  on  the  island  by  Columbus, 
implies  "an  overflowing  abundance  of  rivers."  Ja- 
maica Plain  is  so  situated  in  the  center  of  gently 
sloping  hills;  thus,  the  "plain".  Instead  of  the  mot- 
to of  the  Eliot  family,  H.  Jamaica  Plain  S.  has  been 
placed  on  the  heraldic  ribbon.

Under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Donlan  the  Yearbook  took  shape  and  after 
much  hard  work  by  the  staff  on  write-ups  and 
all  the  details  which  go  into  the  operation,  the 
Yearbook  is  published. 

The  Prom  was  held,  as  usual,  at  Long- 
wood  Towers  and  it  was  a  night  which  all  those 
who  attended  will  remember  very  well  for  a 
long  time. 

Soon  we  will  part  for  ever;  some  of  us  will 
work  and  others  will  go  on  to  institutions  of 
higher  learning;  but  no  matter  what  position 
in  life  we  eventually  attain,  and  what  measure 
of  success  we  find,  we  will  all  have  one  thing 
in  common;  that  one  band  which  will  hold  us 
together  is  the  years  spent  at  Jamaica  Plain 
High  School  and  the  knowledge  we  were  all 
members  of  the  best  class  in  the  history  of  this 
fine  old  school  —  namely,  the  class  of  1951.

The  original  Library  Service  Club  was  formed  in  1933,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  girls  who  were  helping  Miss  James.  It  was  not  until  some  years  later 
that  boys  were  admitted  to  the  club. 

The  main  purpose  of  this  club  was  to  assist  the  Librarian  and  to  aid  pupils 
in  their  work  by  showing  them  where  and  how  to  find  useful  material  in  the  li- 
brary. In  order  to  be  admitted  to  the  group,  you  had  to  be  a  Junior  or  Senior 
and  have,  at  least,  a  passing  grade  in  every  subject;  furthermore,  you  had  to 
have  an  A  in  conduct. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  form  of  a  tea  at  the  Loring-Greenough 
House  where  the  girls  were  guests  of  Miss  James.  Since  then,  the  activities 
of  the  Club  have  been  numerous.  A  memorable  trip  was  made,  in  1936,  to  the 
"Wayside"  in  Concord,  the  home  of  Louisa  May  Alcott.  Each  year  a  visit  was 
made  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  at  Copley  Square  where  we  were  taken  on 
a  grand  tour.  Dances,  too,  we  have  had  which  have  been  profitable  and  en- 
joyable. At  Christmas  time,  besides  contributing  a  number  of  books  to  the 
library  itself,  we  have  solicited  from  the  students  pocket-sized  books  which  we 
sent  to  the  Veterans'  Hospital.  This  year  a  noteworthy  contribution  was  made 
to  the  library  by  Mrs.  William  H.  Cunningham  in  memory  of  her  husband,  our 
former  head  of  the  English  Department. 

Without  the  help  and  guidance  of  Miss  Susan  James,  none  of  this  would 
have  been  possible.  Those  of  us  who  knew  her  best  will  not  forget  happy  days 
assisting  her  in  the  Library.  Scholarship  was  her  main  objective,  but  friendli- 
ness and  goodwill  were  never  lacking;  her  gentle  grace  shed  lustre  upon  even 
the  most  menial  task.  We  thank  you,  Miss  James,  and  wish  you  many  happy 
years.
